By Senator Graham, providing pro­ 
tection of employes of common car­ 
riers from surety bond blacklisting 
and regulating surety bonds issued 
to such employes, one of the labor 
bills.

other of the six labor bills which 
have passed the legislature. 
By 
Senator Taylor, 
preventing 
avoidance of the exemption laws of 
the state 
and protecting employes 
from unjust garnishment of wages by 
transferance of wages by them to 
parties outside the state, consequent­ 
ly out of state jurisdiction for col­ 
lection. Senator Taylor makes such 
transfer claims forfeited, another of 
the six labor bills.

Dr. Eliot Thinks Principles of Bible 
Should Be Taught

THE PASSING OF 
THE 
“COMIC.* 


As stated in these columns a few 
days ago the comic valentines were 
fewer this year than ever before. 
Next year they will be in less de­ 
mand than this year and the predic­ 
tion is that within a few years a 
comic cannot be purchased. 
This prediction is substantiated by 
a report coming from the postoffice 
at Chicago. More than 25,000 comic 
valentines were ndt delivered because 
they were objectionable. 
Although the number of the above 
named species 
of 
valentines 
was 
greatly decreased, this v a len ce day 
in Chicago was the busiest one on 
record, 6,500,000 having been mailed 
It seem s that the post cards have 
gained such popularity, and that with 
in 
a 
very 
short 
time, 
that 
their 
number greatly exceeded that of the 
comic. 


Such valen- 
tines as were turned down 
Chicago post office hay 
in the world. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 16.— President 
Emeritus 
Eliot of Harvard, in an 
address here Saturday, expressed re­

Difference of religious belief has 
resulted in M assachusetts in the ex­ 
clusion of the Bible from the public 
schools.’’ he said, “but that e x c i ­ 
ton resulted from the fact that the 
Catholic church uses a version differ­ 
ing from the Protestant Bible. Yet

It is reported here that Gen. Cham­ 
orro has broken away from Gen. Es­ 
trada and has proclaimed himself 
President.

The 
custom of shutting one's ^elf off from 
contact with one's fellows Is com- 
mon all along this frontier, on such 
occasions aa a birth, a death, sickness 
or some other unusual occurrence. It 
Is called doing 'genna,' and takes place 
whenever the slightest ground can be 
found for It.

donkey or a couple of buffalo cows, 
appears to the stranger who sees this 
for the first time like the principal 
actor in a scene worked out by an 
Ingenious mind for stage effect.

Probably the greatest menace to the 


safety of navigation at sea Is the fog. 
Modern steamships are seldom endan- 
gered by the severest storms, but when 
the impenetrable envelope of mist en- 
closes a vessel, she is exposed to the 
most terrible of perils—a collision at 
sea. A single ship may be compara- 
tively safe -even In a fog, but whan 
there is a fleet of vessels the danger 
la greatly multiplied. In addition to 
the customary fog-horns and sirens a 
fleet of warships often will keep In- 
formed of their relative positions by 
the firing of signal-guns from the Sag- 
ship. 
Another excellent method gen- 


erally employed is the use of the fog- 
buoy. Each vessel In a warship fleet 
carries a fog buoy, a large cask paint- 
ed a bright red. This is cast over- 
board at the first sign of any fog and 
floats from the stern of the vessel at- 
tached by a rope of grass fiber which 
does not sink beneath the surface of 
the water. Sufficient rope is paid out
